Washington, November 16.—Accept- 
ance in spirit and in letter of the 
principles suggested today by China 
for solution of the Far Eastern prob- 
Jems would, in the opinion of some 
diplomatic experts, have a sweeping 
effect on the aspect of the whole 
Pacific and Oriental situation. 

As analyzed by some, the policies 
proposed by the Chinese delegation 
might not only do away with the ex- 
isting “spurious influence” in the Far 
East and put an end to extra terri- 
torial rights within the Chinese re- 
public, but might also erect a bar- 
rier against renewal of the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance unless China were 
given an opportunity of becoming a 
party to it. The British do not take 
this view. 

Responsible officials of all the dele- 
gations reserved judgment regarding 
the effects of the Chinese plan pre- 
ferring to scrutinize it with greatest 
care. The possible influence on the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance aroused live-

That portion pf the Chinese state- 
ment to which the Japanese appeared 
to attach greatest importance as af- 
fecting their individual national in- 
terests was the section. proposing that 
all existing commitments relating to 
China should be “examined with a 
view to determining their scope and 
validity.”” From the beginning of the 
armament negotiations Japan has 
maintained that “closed incidents” 
should not be considered within the 
province of the conference and _  al- 
though her spokesmen declare them- 
selves ready to admit any shortcom- 
ings of which world opinion may find 
her guilty, they assert that to go back 
through the pages of history and ques- 
tion the validity of agreements made 
long ago would complicate rather than 
facilitate an agreement. 

In the opinion of many of those 
connected with the conference this 
provision of the Chinese plan would 
throw open to review by the arma- 
ment conference a long list of cov- 
enants including the agreement grow- 
ing out of the famous twenty-one de- 
mands.

She also 
admitted that she had gone to the 
Rex, a near beer saloon and _ pool 
room, on several occasions to take 
messages from her sister to Condon. 
She stated that she also had gone to 
the jail to get dishes that her sister 
had sent to Condon, but denied that 
she had gone to see him or had been 
interested in him. 

According to her testimony and that 
of Mrs. Boatfield, who was driving 
the car, about 10:39 o’clocl the night 
of August 4, the machine stalled near 
the intersection of Peachtree and 
Pryor streets and a man whom they 
did not know came over to the car, 
put one foot on the running board, his 
hands on the side of the ear, and said: 
“What's the matter, kids; can’t you 
get her started?”

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STATE WARRANTS 
ILL Be HANDLED 
UN BUSINESS BASIS 


Changes Are Planned by 
Governor Largely as Re- 
sult of the Disclosures in 
West Investigation. 


“SYSTEM TOO LOOSE,” 
DECLARES GOVERNOR 


Also Intimates He Will 
Throw Safeguards 
Around All Warrants, 
Including School Issues. 


Radical changes in present meth- 


ods of issuing, distributing and check- 


ing of state warrants will be made 
at once, according to a statement is- 
sued. Wednesday by Governor Thomas 
W. Hardwick. The governor will make 
these changes following recommenda- 
tions made by auditors who exam- 
ined books and accounts of Claude 
A. West, former execytive secretary 
to three governors, who is now at 
liberty under a $10,000 bond on a 
charge of embezzlement made after 
alleged discrepancies amounting to 
approximately $20,000 were discover- 
ed in West's accounts. 

“The system used for the last thir- 
ty years in handling much of the 
state’s money: has. been entirely too 
loose,” the governor declared Wed- 
nesday. ‘As soon as possible changes 
will be made in the system which 
we believe will throw ample safe- 
guards areund the. public money no 
matter in what channel it‘may flow.” 

The ‘governor indicated that in ad- 
dition to putting the executive office 
on a business-like basis that he would 
take steps to see to it that war- 
wants of all kinds, including school 
warrants, are handled in a more care- 
ful manner. 

Under the present system there are 
two methods of handling school war- 
rants. By one of these the money 
is paid directly from the state treas- 
ury to the public schools, the warrants 
being issued by the governor, coun- 
tersigned by the comptroller general 
and turned over to the heads of the 
schools for which they are intended 
by the state superintendent of edu- 
cation. By the other method money 
is obtained on deferred warrants is- 
sued by the governor, signed by the 
comptroller general and sold through 
brokerage houses to financial institu- 


tions. The financial institutions dis- 
count the warrants and turn over the 
money to the broker who theh sends 
it to the schools for which the money 
was intended. 

During each fiscal year state funds 
amounting to millions of dollars are 
handled through the means of war- 
rants and in some of the channels 
through which these warrants flow 
the governor has found that proper 
safeguards for their protection have 
not been taken. 

It was pointed out that the fact 
that all this money_has been handled 
by the present system for more than 
a score of years without serious loss 
is a tribute to the honesty of the of- 
ficials who had charge of the money 
and that there was no serious loss 
is due to their honesty and nof to 
any particular merit in the system 
now in use.

This 
is the key of the situafion at the 
moment when the conference, through 
committee, takes up Far Eastern 
problems. 

There had been a general expecta- 
tion that the United States in public 
session would lay down a program in 
the Far East as drastic as that in 
the matter of the limitation of naval 
armaments. This was based primari- 
ly on the knowledge that Mr. Hughes 
had very strong convictions as to the 
necessity of profound changes in in- 


ternational dealings with China and | 


particularly with Japanese policy in 
recent years. 

In practice, however, it was im- 
possible for the United States to un- 
dertake to present any such programs 
in the Far East and particularly in 
China, where the United States has 


never asserted any political, military ; 


or exclusive economic claims. 

Had Mr. Hughes on Tuesday sup- 
plemented his arms utterance by the 
presentation of a drastic Far Eastern 
program he would in fact have served 
an ultimatum upon the Japanese. 
Compromise with that would have 
been difficult. Not only would this 
have been the case, but the gain 
which had been made instantly in the 
disarmament proposal might 
been lost.

It was expressed that the new rate 
would be effective within ten days, as 
the railroads, it was said, had asked 
the interstate commerce commission 
| through their chairman, to make the 
change on one day's notice. The oad 
duction will cost the railroads about 
$55,000,000 it was estimated. 


Already Reduced. 


“The railroads have already reduced 
freight rates substantially from the | 
level established by the commission in | 
August, 1920,” Mr. Cuyler’s _ state- 
ment said. ‘The reductions already 
made are estimated as accurately as 
can be, to involve a loss of revenue 
at the rate of from $175,000,000 ‘to 
$200,000,000 annually. These redue- 
tions om many roads represent a loss 
much greater than any corresponding 
savings in wages already effected. The 
railroads are, furthermore, awaiting 
decisions ofthe labor board, which it is 
hoped will relieve the companies of

Washington, November 16.—The 
Washington conference today turned 
to consideration of Far Eastern ques- 
tions with almost the same momen- 
tum with which it tackled the ques- 
tion of naval armaments. 

It was the Chinese delegates who 
led the way this time. In the com- 
mittee of nine, at which all nations 
participating were represented, they 
produced a basis for discussion which 
represe:its their views. 

The open sympathy of the United 
States with their position was at once 
manifest. The British supported it 
in many respects. The positions of 
the others were not so clearly defined, 
although members of the Japanese 
delegation have given expressions of 
approval, in part at least, of China's 
“bill of rights.” 

In brief, China wants 
for territorial integrity and politica! 
and administrative independence; she 
proposes the open door for all in all 
parts of the country; she wants ali 
spheres of influence relinquished; she 
wants no treaties made affecting her 
without being consulted about them. 

Affects Alliance. 

The full extent of China's position 
is much broader than this, but these 
are the essentials. ‘The last feature 
may be construed as affecting the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance, although the 
British take an opposite view. 

Today's session of the big nine was 
occupied entirely with the preseniae 
tion of China’s views. Immediately 
afterward it became known that they 
commanded the moral support of the 
United States. .The British 
points were made known a little later. 
The Japanese did not state their reac- 
tion but previous pronouncements by 
some of their representatives have 
put them in line with some parts of 
China’s proposals.

In the view of the Chinese, the 
greatest importance of the plan would 
lie in the complete political and eco- 
nomic emancipation they believe it 
would accomplish. They place spe- 
cial stress on the provision that “ex- 
| isting limitations of China’s political, 
| Jurisdictional and administrative free- 
' dom of action” are to be terminated 

as soon as possible, declaring actual 
execution of such a policy would 
mean not only the restoration of much 
alienated Chinese territory, but also 
the end of the restrictions on tariff 
and tax Jaws which are held to be 
seriously handicapping national de- 
velopment, 

Under a treaty arrangement with 
all the principal powers, China now 
is restricted from imposing a tariff 
of more than 5. per cent on imports 
and in consequence has suffered a 
shortage of government funds which 
her spokesmen declare is likely to re- 
sult in national financial calamity. 
In addition, numerous items of her 
tax returns are pledged for many 
years to come in payment of foreign 
obligations. 

Whether the language of the Chi- 
nese proposal is broad enough to 
sweep away the extra territorial 
rights long possessed by foreign pow- 
ers on Chinese soil is a question 
which may lead to considerable dis- 
cussion in the conference. In the 
view of + some these rights fall 
clearly within the class of “limita- 
tions on China’s administrative free- 
dom,’ while by others the words are 
interpreted as applying only to in- 
vocation of foreign authority such as 
i that exercised by Japan along the 
‘lines of the railways that are under 
‘her control.

After 
being called to order this morning by 
the newly-eleeted moderator, Dr. Le- 
Roy Henderson, of Albany, and en- 
gaging in devotional exercises, led by 
Jchn Brantley, of Blackshear, the 
appointment of committees and the 
reading of communications were 
taken up. 

Among the inferesting communica- 
tions, that from Davidson * college 
showed the largest attendance in the 
history of the institution, more than 
half of the students being from. other 
states than North Carolina, and from 
all denominations. Thornwell orphan- 
age also showed a fine attendance, 


many being turned away for lack of 
room. Columbia Theological seminary 
showed remarkable progress, with stu- 
dents from all parts of the assembly, 
and salaries of the professors increased. 


The report from Montreal showed 
from twelve to fifteen thousand vis- 
this summer, and _ hundreds 
turned away for lack of accommoda- 
tions. A normal school for girls, with 
four hundred pupils, is being held 
during the winter in one of the hotels.

Washington, November 16.—Ellis 
Loring Dresel, of Boston, was nomi- 
nated today by President Harding 
to be charge d'affaires to Germany. 
Mr. Dresel has been an American 
commissioner to Germany and is now 
in Berlin. 

The nomination of Mr. Dresel was 


‘said in official circles to mean that 


probably no ambassador would be sent 
by the United States to Berlin for a 
time at least. Although officials said 
the decision to entrust American rep- 
resentation in the German capital to 
a charge d’affaires was reached in- 
dependently of any proposals from the 
Gierman government, it is considered 
quite probable here that Germany will 
be likewise represented in Washing- 
ton for some time. 

Mr. Dresel’s presence in Berlin will 
enable prompt resumption of diplo- 
matic relations as soon as the senate 
acts on his nomination. ‘This is ex- 
pected to be only a matter of several 
days. 

Mr. Dresel is regarded highly by ad- 
ministration officials who point out 
us one of his achievements the nego- 
tiation of the treaty of peace be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many. He is a lawyer and lived in 
Gefmany a number of years. He was 
visiting in Berlin in 1914 when the 
world war broke out and because of 
his wide experience was of great as- 
sistance to Americans who became 
strunded in Germany during that pe- 
riod. He left Germany when the 
United States entered the war, but 
instead of returning home he became 
identified with the American relief 
commission in France and later with 
relief work under the direction of 
the American Red Cross with head- 
quarters in Switzerland. At the con- 
ciusion of the war be was appointed 
one of the expert advisers to the 
American delegation at the Paris 
peace conference and later was se- 
Jected as American cemimissioner to 
Germany under the department of 
commerce, in a capacity he has since 
served. 

Officials woul not say today how 
long Mr. Dresel might be expected to 
serve as charge. His name has been 
mentioned in connection with the ap- 
pointment of an ambassador to Ber- 
lin, but recently the name of Repre- 
sentative Alanson B. Houghton had 
been most prominently mentioned in 
that connection.
